Conservative women 
find they can relate 
to Bachmann, Palin

They don’t like identity politics and 
aren’t crazy about the word “feminist.” 
But a lot of conservative women here 
can’t help but rejoice that they may 
have a couple of tough-talking, tea- 
drinking, devoted mothers to choose 
from in the Republican primary. 

Rep. Michele Bachmann of Minne- 
sota is on the verge of announcing her 
intentions, and former vice presidential 
nominee Sarah Palin is contemplat- 
ing a bid for president. If either runs, it 
would be the first time since Elizabeth 
Dole’s bid in 1999 that a viable female 
candidate has sought the Republican 
nomination for president. 

They have energized conserva- 
tive women who four years ago were 
deeply uncomfortable with Hillary 
Rodham Clinton, but who see in 
Bachmann and Palin the kind of fam- 
ily-focused, overtly spiritual candi- 
date whose lifestyle and values seem 
to mirror their own. 

The inclusion of Palin and Bach- 
mann in the mix of candidates caps 
a blockbuster year in which women 
were credited with helping the GOP 
retake control of the House. 

Bachmann is not considered a 
front-runner for the nomination. But

she has amassed a significant war 
chest — about $3 million as of March 
31 — that virtually assures she will 
have staying power leading up to the 
primaries next spring.

Drugs Boost Melanoma Survival 


Chicago 

They’re not cures, but two novel 
drugs produced unprecedented 
gains in survival in separate stud- 
ies of people with melanoma, the 
deadliest form of skin cancer, doc- 
tors reported Sunday. 

In one study, an experimental 
drug showed so much benefit so 
quickly in people with advanced 
disease that those getting a com- 
parison drug were allowed to 
switch after just a few months. 

The drug, vemurafenib, targets 
a gene mutation found in about 
half of all melanomas. The drug 
is being developed by Genentech 
and Plexxikon Inc.. 

The second study tested Bris-

tol-Myers Squibb Co.’s Yervoy, a 
just-approved medicine for newly 
diagnosed melanoma patients, and 
found it nearly doubled the number 
who survived at least three years. 

“Melanoma has just seen a 
renaissance of new agents,” and 
more are being tested, said Dr. 
Allen Lichter, chief executive of 
the American Society of Clinical 
Oncology. 


The new studies were presented 
Sunday in Chicago and published 
online by the New England Jour- 
nal of Medicine. 

“This is really an unprece- 
dented time of celebration for our 
patients,” said Dr. Lynn Schuchter, 
of the University of Pennsylvania’s 
Abramson Cancer Center. The new 
drugs are not by themselves cures, 
but “the future is going to be to 
build upon the success” by test- 
ing combinations of these newer 
drugs, she said. 

Melanoma is on the rise, and 
only two drugs had been approved 
to treat it, with limited effective- 
ness, until Yervoy, an immune- 
system therapy, won approval in 
March, marilynn marchione (ap)

Sprouts Suspected in Outbreak 


Sprouting Danger 

Sprouts have been implicated in previ- 
ous E. coli outbreaks, particularly one in 1996 
in Japan, where tainted radish sprouts killed 
12 people and reportedly sickened more than 
12,000 others. E. coli can be found in feces 
and can spread to produce through sloppy 
bathroom habits among farm workers and 
through animal waste in fields and irrigation water. As for how the European 
sprouts became contaminated, a German official noted that they are grown 
with steam at 100 F in barrels, an ideal environment for bacteria to multiply. It 
is possible that the water had been contaminated. Still, the farm had not used 
any manure, which can cause E. coli outbreaks, he said, (ap)

The terrifying E. coli outbreak 
in Europe appears to have been 
caused by vegetable sprouts grown 
in Germany, an agriculture official 
said Sunday as the toll climbed to 
at least 22 dead and more than 
2,200 sickened. 

Preliminary tests found that 
bean sprouts and other sprout vari- 
eties from an organic farm in the 
Uelzen area, between Hamburg 
and Hannover, could be connected 
to infected people in five German 
states. Lower Saxony Agriculture 
Minister Gert Lindemann said. 

“There were more and more 
indications in the last few hours 
that put the focus on this farm,” 
Lindemann said. 


Definitive test results should be 
available Monday, he said. 

Many restaurants involved in 
the outbreak had received deliver- 
ies of the sprouts, which are often 
used in salads, Lindemann spokes- 
man Gert Hahne said. 

As officials tried to pinpoint 
the source of the unusually lethal 
outbreak, suspicion fell on lettuce. 


cucumbers and tomatoes, per- 
haps from Spain. Spanish farm- 
ers complained that the accusa- 
tions were having a devastating 
financial effect. 

The farm was shut down Sunday 
and all of its produce was recalled, 
including herbs, fruits, flowers and 
potatoes. He said 18 sprout mixtures 
from the farm were under suspicion.

The outbreak has been blamed 
on a highly aggressive, “super-tox- 
ic” strain of E. coli. Ten other Euro- 
pean nations and the U.S. have also 
reported victims.

ry, and more than 627 people have 
developed a rare, serious compli- 
cation that can cause kidney fail- 
ure.

25 people in Syria over the week- 
end.

Seek Online Offers 

Sites such as Rentalcarmomma. 
com, Rentalcars.com, Rental- 
codes.com and Rentalcarchoices. 
com have coupons that provide dis- 
counts of 5 percent or 10 percent 
off daily car rentals; 10 percent to 
20 percent off weekly rentals; or 
a third day free when renting for 


two weekend days. Some coupons 
can be applied to already discount- 
ed prices. If you’ll be relying on a 
rental agency, check to see wheth- 
er it has a presence on Facebook or 
Twitter for promotional offers. 

Avoid Unnecessary 
Insurance 

Drivers with auto insurance proba- 
bly have adequate coverage — if not 
through their policy, then through 
the credit card they’re charging the 
rental tab to. If you’re already an 
insured driver, you can resist the 
inevitable pitch at the rental coun- 
ter that’s designed to plant enough 
doubt to scare you into buying their 
coverage. Call your auto insur- 
er and credit card issuer and ask 
whether you are covered for colli- 
sions and liability. 

Don’t Stop Shopping 

Book your rental car in advance 
to ensure you get the vehicle type 
you want at a decent price. But as 
the travel date approaches con- 
tinue to shop on rental agencies’ 
websites and those of travel sites 
such as Expedia, Orbitz and Trav- 
elocity. If they have a lot of cars 
and no one’s renting the price 
will come down as the date nears.

It ‘Needed to Happen’ 


Fighting may ease 
with Saleh gone, 
but Yemen’s future 
remains uncertain 

San'a, Yemen 

The departure of Yemen’s battle- 
wounded president for treatment in 
Saudi Arabia set off wild street cele- 
brations Sunday in the capital where 
crowds danced, sang and slaughtered 
cows in hopes that this spelled a victo- 
rious end to a more than three-month 
campaign to oust their leader. 

Behind the festive atmosphere, 
many feared Ali Abdullah Saleh, a 
masterful politician who has led for 
nearly 33 years, will return — or leave 
the country in ruins if he can’t. Hang- 
ing in the balance was a country that 
even before the latest tumult was beset 
by deep poverty, tribal conflict and 
violence by an active al- Qaeda fran- 
chise with international reach. 

Saleh, who was taken to a military 
hospital in the Saudi capital, Riyadh, 
underwent surgery to remove wood 
that splintered from a mosque pulpit 
when his compound was hit by rockets 
on Friday, medical officials said. 

The stunning rocket attack, which 
the government first blamed on tribal 
fighters who in recent weeks turned 
against the president and later on al- 
Qaeda, killed 11 bodyguards and seri- 
ously injured five senior officials wor- 
shipping alongside Saleh. 

While Saleh is away. Vice Presi- 
dent Abed Rabbo Mansour Hadi is 
acting as temporary head of state, 
said the deputy information minis- 
ter, Abdu al-Janadi. 

“Saleh will come back. Saleh is 
in good health, and he may give up 
the authority one day, but it has to 
be in a constitutional way,” al-Jana- 
di said. “Calm has returned. Coups 
have failed.” 

Experts questioned whether a 
return is possible. Saleh’s injuries and 
his treatment abroad provide him with 
what could turn out to be a face-sav-

ing solution to exit power. 

“This is exactly what needed to 
happen,” said Christopher Boucek, 
a Yemen expert with the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace. 
“He needed to leave in order to get 
past this political deadlock that has 
been cursing Yemen for the past few 
months.” 

His sudden departure raised many 


questions, including whether his Saudi 
hosts would bless his return. The Sau- 
dis have backed Saleh and cooperat- 
ed over the years in confronting al- 
Qaeda and other threats, but they are 
now among those pressing him resign. 
Saudi Arabia is eager to contain the 
unrest on its doorstep. 

Yemen’s unrest began as a peace- 
ful movement that the government 


at times used brutal force to try to 
suppress, killing at least 166 people, 
according to Human Rights Watch. 
It transformed in the past two weeks 
into armed conflict after the presi- 
dent’s forces attacked the home of a 
key tribal leader. The fighting turned 
the streets of San‘a into a war zone. 

In an attempt to cool the situa- 
tion, the vice president offered to pull 
regime forces back from where they’ve 
battled fighters loyal to Sheik Sadeq 
al-Ahmar, who heads Yemen’s most 
powerful tribal confederation. 

Al-Ahmar said in a statement he 
agreed to the deal, which requires his 
forces to leave the streets they seized 
starting Monday, (ap) 


Path of Determination 

Yemeni President Ali Abdullah Saleh was born into a tribe allied with the al-Ahmar 
clan, which then ruled a tribal confederacy in northern Yemen. His website gives his birth 
date as March 21, 1946, but many in Yemen say he was born four years earlier. Regardless, 
Saleh caught the eye of North Yemen’s president, Ahmed bin Hussein al-Ghashmi, who ap- 
pointed him military chief in Taiz. A bomb killed al-Ghashmi in June 1978, and soon after, 
Saleh was president and head of the armed forces of North Yemen. Among his first acts 
was to order the execution of 30 officers convicted of conspiring to kill al-Ghashmi. In 1990, 
Saleh made his boldest political move: negotiating unity with the Marxist south. On May 22, 
1990, he raised the flag of the Republic of Yemen. He is believed to have been grooming his 
son Ahmed to succeed him, one of the reasons that opposition fanned against him. (ap)

Metro’s Main Designer 



Creator of transit 
system's ioonic map 
tasked with updating it 

Washington 

More than three decades ago, Lance 
Wyman designed the Metro map’s 
iconic interlocking colored lines, 
which have become the symbol of 
the transit system for millions of 
Washington commuters and tour- 
ists. Now he’s been hired to give it 
a makeover. 

It is a challenge for the 73-year- 
old graphic designer. He has to find 
a way to add the new rail line to 
Dulles International Airport and 
integrate other changes to the 
map without ruining the classic, 
clean look. 

“I get nervous,” Wyman said 
when he considered everything he’s 
been asked to accomplish. “We did 
that original one almost 40 years 
ago. It is amazing that it stuck.” 

In the world of graphic arts, 
Wyman is a rock star. He made 
his reputation after he designed 
the bold typeface and geometric 
logo for the 1968 Summer Olym- 
pics in Mexico City. He’s also made 
his mark on Washington, hav- 
ing done designs for many well- 
known spots. 

He created icons for museums 
and monuments in D.C. that were 
once used on map kiosks and ban- 
ners on the Mall. His signs to iden- 
tify animals still adorn the ele- 
phant, ape and small-mammal 
house at the National Zoo. A logo 
for the old Walter E. Washing- 
ton Convention Center was his. 


as was an icon for some reading 
rooms at the Library of Congress. 
But none of his designs has with- 
stood time as well as his original 
Metro map.

Wyman faces a list of challeng- 
es. He has to add the new rail line 
to Dulles, include trains along 
the Red Line that end at Grosve- 
nor, squeeze in a future split of the 
Blue Line and deal with some sta- 


tion names that have become long 
and cumbersome. 

Metro officials expect to pres- 
ent Wyman’s new map design to 
the public this fall. 

Wyman said he wants to make 
sure the Metro map is usable in 
every shape and form. The map 
has to work on mobile devices and 
online, as well as in poster-size dis- 
plays at Metro stations. 

“The map has spirit,” he said. 
“It has to hang together like a 
good piece of music. It’s got life, a 
beat with colors and station stops. 
There’s a sense of rhythm. It has 
a solidity to it that’s unique to 
Washington. I don’t want to lose 
the good music.” dana hedgpeth

Spaniard again bests 
Federer at the French 
in a one-sided rivalry 

Tennis 

Regardless of the setting or the sur- 
face, Rafael Nadal confounds Roger 
Federer the way no other man can. 

Put the two greats of the game on 
opposite ends of a court in a Grand 
Slam final — particularly at Roland 
Garros, on the red clay that Nadal 
rules — and the one-sided nature 
of the rivalry grows even more pro- 
nounced. 

Better Than Borg 

With a 45-1 record at the French Open, 
it’s hard to argue against Rafael Nadal

Grinding along the baseline, using 
every inch of his wingspan to extend 
points, whipping fearsome forehands 
this way and that, Nadal flummoxed 
Federer yet again Sunday in a rivet- 
ing, highlight-filled match, beating 
him 7-5, 7-6 (3), 5-7, 6-1 for a record- 
tying sixth French Open champion- 
ship and 10th major title overall. 

“He plays better against the bet- 
ter ones, and that’s what he showed 
today,” said Federer, owner of 16 Grand 
Slam trophies. “He’s a great champi- 
on, on clay, especially.” 


There’s no question that Nadal is 
as good as it gets in Paris — 45-1 for 
his career, and the same number of 
titles there as Bjorn Borg — but the 
Spaniard already also has shown that 
he is much more than the 
king of clay. And Sunday’s 
victory only will raise more 
questions about whether 
Federer truly deserves to be 
called the “greatest of all time” 
if he is not even the “greatest of 
right now.” 

Nadal leads their head-to-head 
series 17-8. That includes a 6-2 advan- 
tage in Grand Slam finals and a 5-0 
edge at the French Open (in the 2005 
semifinals, and the 2006, 2007, 2008 
and 2011 finals). 

He’s rapidly gaining on Federer. 
Nadal turned 25 Friday, making him 
about six months younger than Feder- 
er was when the Swiss star collected 
his 10th major title. 

This was the first Grand Slam final 
contested by two men who already com- 
pleted career Grand Slams — at least 
one tide from each major tournament — 
and Nadal and Federer put on a worthy 
show, more than 314 hours chock-full 
of lengthy exchanges, brilliant defense, 
sublime shotmaking, and some dizzy- 
ing shifts of momentum. 

“A big occasion,” said the third- 
seeded Federer, who is 14-1 in Grand 
Slam finals against any other oppo- 
nent. “I was aware of it.” (ap)

Deep Draft Bodes Well for the Nationals 


6th pick offers team 
a shot at one of the 
best available players 

The Nationals 

The Nationals’ position in the draft 
has changed this season, but their 
luck has not. For the past two years, 
they owned the first pick in the 
draft, two seasons that happened 
to bring Stephen Strasburg and 
Bryce Harper. Two once-in-a-gen- 
eration talents fell into their pos- 
session in consecutive seasons. 
“It’s hard to have a more impact- 
ful draft than with those specif- 
ic No. 1 picks,” General Manager 
Mike Rizzo said. 

On Monday night, the draft will 
start at 7 p.m. and the Nationals, for 
the first time since 2008, will wait. 
They will pick sixth, with two more 
picks at 23 and 34, compensation for 
losing Adam Dunn in free agency. 
And, wouldn’t you know it, this is 


a perfect season to pick sixth with 
two additional early choices. 

The consensus around baseball 
suggests this year’s draft is deep, 
particularly with hard-throwing 
pitchers. Rizzo called it the best 
draft he’s seen in at least six years. 
Their compensatory picks, late in 
the first round and the first pick 
of the “sandwich” round, could 
produce a quality of player typ- 
ically taken in the middle of the 
first round. 

The general consensus also 
brings more good news for the 
Nationals. There are six players 
regarded as the elite tier, with lit- 
tle gap in talent between them. The 
Nationals, then, are in position to 
choose one of the best players in the 
country with their first choice. 

“There’s six clear-cut top guys in 
this draft,” said Jim Callis, a draft 
expert at Baseball America. “In a 
lot of ways, I think it’s a really easy 
decision for the Nationals.

The latest reinvention has 
brought MTV its best ratings in five 
years. The third season of “Jersey 
Shore” was the network’s top-rated 
show ever, and the second season 
of “Teen Mom” similarly zoomed 
up the charts. The challenge now 
is figuring out how to build on that 


success and know when to be ready 
for the next reinvention. 

This spring, MTV has steered 
in a surprisingly traditional direc- 
tion by debuting a remake of the 
“Teen Wolf’ series on Sunday and 
bringing back “Beavis and Butt- 
head” later this year. It has also 
created its own weight-loss series 
for teens and plans to launch two 
“Jersey Shore” spin-offs. 

MTV viewers “want more from 
us,” says Van Toffler, president of 
MTV Networks Music/Films/Logo 
Group. “They expect more.” 

Toffler, who has been at MTV 
since 1986, and newly appointed 
network president Stephen Fried- 
man, who’s been there since 1998, 
have survived MTVs ups and downs. 
“When you get a little bit scared,”

Ballad of Bobby Fischer 


A documentary traces 
the catalysts of the 
world chess master 


Documentary 

Genius, fame and para- 
noia loom large in the 
thoughtful and entirely 
captivating documentary “Bobby 
Fischer Against the World” 
(9 p.m., HBO). 

A brilliant and focused child of 
a single mother with a political- 
ly radical background, Brooklyn- 
born Bobby Fischer would seem an 
unlikely candidate for international 
fame. His single-minded dedication 
to the game of chess began early, 
and by age 8 Fischer was beating 
much older players, sometimes chal- 
lenging dozens of them at a time. 
The film offers a wealth of footage 
of the young Fischer, a curiosity for 
the media long before his defeat of 
Russian chess master Boris Spassky 
at the 1972 championship made him 
a worldwide hero.

“Fischer” does a great job of 
exploring the ancient game of chess 
and its insular society of world-class 
champions. It also recalls the empha- 
sis the Soviet Union put on the game 
as part of its propaganda efforts. 

The film’s title has more than a 
double meaning, spending its final 
half documenting Fischer’s descent 
into paranoia, his renunciation of 
his U.S. citizenship, his celebration 
of the 9/11 attacks and his obsessive 


anti-Semitism. 

The mere effort of describing 
Fischer’s rise and fall implies some 
causal link between his unique 
gift and his pathetic self-imposed 
exile. But making sense of his mad- 
ness, or anyone’s mental illness, 
remains beyond the powers of any 
film, even a movie as spellbind- 
ing as “Bobby Fischer Against the
